Presumably such 4 step will on- 
ly be taken if there is reason 
to believe that a forma) appii- 
cation will find favour with the 
present Pact signatories. 

On the last occasion, Norway 
and Denmark objected to the 
inclusion of Turkey and Greece. 
America and Canada showed 
some hesitation while Britain 
favoured the conclusion of «a 
separate Mediterranean or Mid- 
die Eastern pact. The latter 
project has now probably been 
buried followimg the repeated 
disappointments over Anglo- 
Egyptian negotiations 

When the Atlantic treaty 
council meets on the minister- 
ial level in ‘Washington next 
month, a decision in regard to 
Turkey and probably Greece 
will have to be taken. and al- 
though unanimous consent of 
the present signatories is re- 
quired for the admission of new 
members, it is probable that 
the decision will be favourable 

Since the bulk of Turkish 
territory lies outside Europe 
and since Article 5 of the At- 
lamtic Pact limits its applica- 
tion to “Europe or North Ame- 
rica,” th®*Udiffiission of Turkey 
would probably require an 
amendment. It could be argued 
that the inclusion of Greece 


and Turkey in the Council of 
Europe—-decided last year over 
British objections—has already 
settied the issue by lefining
